The president’s blast did not call forth immediate rebut­ 
tals from Councilmen Kpley and Williams, the latter chairman 
of the highway committee, but both defended their expendi­ 
tures as the council session got into other business. 
At one stage in the meeting, President LeVan, resenting 
statements of Councilman Kpley, pounded vigorously writh his 
gavel and exclaimed: 
LeVan Silences Kpley 
“T hat’s enough out of you. You’re not going to bull-doze 
this council any longer.” 
Councilman Kpley held his peace and the incident passed, 
but the* air was tense and charged throughout the evening. 
At the outset of his statement. President LeVan called a t­ 
tention that in 1931, council received $26,786 in taxes for the 
general fund and that from January I, 1932, to September I, 
this year, council had approved bills amounting to $36,849 
and additional bills totaling $1,042.33 which were “in but 
not approved.” 
He pointed out that the tax duplicate is about $32,000 a 
year of which about $1,200 is exonerated. 
“We should not 
spend more than $2,200 a month,” the statement said, and 
continued, "We are spending about double what the old coun­ 
cil spent each month.”
